5. Claims 1-90 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 



The claims are indefinite because of the following : 
a) Claims 1-90 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 

incomplete for omitting essential structural cooperative relationships of elements, such 

omission amounting to a gap between the necessary structural connections. See 
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MPEP § 2172.01 . The omitted structural cooperative relationships are: it is not 
understood how the access management layer and the core portion of the network are 
interrelated toprovide establishment of a point of presence as well as how they are 
interrelated every other elements of the claims, e.g., for example, to the application 
server. 

b) the following claim language is not clear: 

1 ) "invacating service..." in claims 1, 32, and 63 should read "invocating a service". In 
the present form it may be interpreted that there is a service called "invocating service." 
2. All acronyms used in the claims should be explained fully, e.g. see SDR in claims
